"They have no land. 
In some 
places, like the Punjab, they are 
forbidden by law to own land. Their

Hindus generally won’t sell land to 
the untouchables because the u n ­ 
touchables aren’t respectable men. 
“Thus the untouchable is help­ 
less and dependent on the village 
for his livelihood. All ways of earn­ 
ing a living are blocked to him ex­ 
cept for the lowest and most menial 
tasks. 
Because he Is untouchable 
nobody, for example, should buy 
butter, milk or vegetables from him 
if he had any to sell.

Washington, Jan. 4 (AI’)—How close Pearl Harbor came 
to being a much greater national humiliation than it actually 
was is disclosed in the White Book issued tty Secretary of 
Stat** Hull over th** week-end to promote “a clearer under­ 
standing” of war problems and issues by Americans. 
The final and most dramatic portion of the book reveals 
that the Japanese not only planned months in advance for 
"a surprise mass attack at Pearl Harbor,” but did their diplo­ 
matic utmost to maneuver Japanese-American peace discus­ 
sions in such a way that President Roosevelt would be in the 
hands of the Japanese Navy when its torpedo planes stabbed 
at the heart of American seapower in the Pacific.

Ambassador Joseph C. Grew informed the State Depart­ 
ment on January 27, 1941, of reports that Japan planned the 
surprise attack in case of “trouble” with the United States. 
Apparently the Japanese government did not know the

WHAT IS INCOME TAX? 
The Federal income tax is. as the 
name implies, a tax levied upon 
incomes, and it is payable in rela­ 
tion to the amount of income. 
In­ 
come, for Federal income tax pur- 
poses. means in general any com­ 
pensation for one’s services, whether 
the compensation be in money or 
Iii goods or oilier services; it in­ 
cludes also the net value received 
for the product of one’s labor, as 
farm produce In the case of a farm­ 
er; income from investments; profit 
from business operations: and other 
gains from sales and exchanges of 
goods and property. Certain limited 
categories of income are, however, 
tax exempt, and to the extent of

It is in reliance upon 
voluntary disclosure, and the in­ 
tegrity of taxpayers generally, th a t 
the cost of adm inistration of the 
income tax can be kept at a m ini­ 
mum. Though the return is a volun­ 
tary statem ent, any person who wil­ 
fully makes a return which he does 
not

to the penalties provided by law. 
The first requirem ent of the law 
is the filing of an appropriate re­ 
turn.

Loyalhanna and 
Crooked creek, w’ere pressed into 
flood service for the first time. 
The American Red Cross and the 
Pittsburgh Cham ber of Commerce 
were completing surveys to deter­ 
mine the damage the flood caused 
to homes and war plants. 
“D ie need of Red Cross aid for 
rehabilitation is proving remarkably 
slight,” John
